tudge whether his Tlalsur, Foꝛtune, oz Uertne, wonne the 
greateſt pzaiſe. - 

Chis young Pꝛince, being lo richly adozned with the rars 
fcafs, and accompliſhments of Ciiualrie, that he did not only 
enlop bis Fathers lone, bat alls tworme his Subieds harts : 
at that laſt ant, there liued Meleagar, Aing of Acchaia, not 
tat re diftant from the Court of Aegeus, oho had a Danab- 
ter. a faite voung Ulirgin, Whole name was Titana, her ver- 
tous diſpoſitions were ſuch, as miaht tultly challenge moze 
tone, then the woꝛld could yeld her: oz her beautie was fach, 
as if tainted Venus chakes, her berſne ſhadtewed Dianaes - 
Altars, her learning :yned ſacred Pallas, gher * 
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ſuch as it quite ſurpaſt Penelope: holo can the woꝛld then cx» 
toll thele excellent gifts cf Nature, to the bigh ſpharc of their 
veſerts,being lo exquiſitly limited, and ſo louingly applauded 
by their Sablecs repozts, but by committing them, to thoſs 
glittring creafures,encloſed within tho ſpangled ſkies, where 
weele leane them to the Meauens diſpoſing, and turne ta 
Meleag ar hex father: who in his youth had bane bzought vp 
with Aegeus, and was his Schwle⸗tellow; ſs as they had 
bene Scho'e-fellowes in their youth , they remained lowing 
Neighbours in thefr age, maintaining courſe, and recourſe, 
to and fro each others Courts, vpholding golden amitie, with 
the pillars of 1Bzotherly lone, Which did not only reioyce the 
Acchaians, but allo angment the Grecians lous, with luch ta - 
ozdinate, and extreame paſſions, that enery peare, vpon the 
Kings Cozonatton day, the people thzonghout all Greece, and 
Acchaia , belv a gener all feaſt * fo2 the ſpace of fo:fie daies, 
with Auſfs, and Turnles, with Running, Wzeſtling, Lea- 
ping, and Dauncing, with Bonfires, ringing of Bells, and 
lach like pleaſant paſtimes : not onely io honour their two 
Kings , but alſo toſhew their (award iop, by their ontwars 
actions: as well to ſhewe their kings , their ropail deſecr(s, 
as their lopaltis, being @ubiets. Mhen this lolemne Tri- 
umph was quite ended, the people returned vnto their foz- 
mer labour, and wonted conrle of life , where weele leans 
chem, turne to Theſeus : who though but young in veares, 
pet old in experience, though valozous with Hercules, yet not 
to bentarous with Phaeton; thengh vpheld with the wings 
of Foztune , yet not rach in flying with Icarus, but keping 
lower bownds with Dedalus z ha feared not the Thunder⸗ 
bolts of Louc,noz yet the raging waues of Neptune: (well to 
be bzieſe : ) | 

Theſcus, loho had ener inte he-was able fo harbour, 07 
conceias one amozous thought , markt the excellencie of 1'1- 
ranaes bebaniour,and the exquiſitie of hex beautie, perſwaded

Theſeus noling her behaniour, and hearing ſuch vnexpcted 
tearmes,and ſagred alurements of Titana, which made ſach 
plcafing harmony in his hatie dead tates, was halſe rauithed, 
x wholy reviued to his fozmer ſences: ſheathed his fatall blavs 
ogaine, imbzacing her in his armes, lapd battery to her ſkat- 
let lips, with many a ſogred kifſe he giues aſſault and winnes 
the Fozt : In bziefe,they (addenly combind, and fully accom- 
pliſht a monawentall contract, ſo that after many lonely im- 
b:acings , and pleaſing wanton foyes, (as lone hathmany) 
they parted foz ; time, ſo fraught with inozvinate toy , that it 
is impoſſible ſoz the capacitie ofman to loke lo high as their 
lop did raiſe rebounds, 

Foztunt now enuying their god acts, furnes her Wheals, 
and as ſhe has dimpled her cheches, ſo now ſhe wzinckled her 
tozhead, and vreeled the defſtnies, ſoz in Acc haia there delt 
Oenie, which enery ptere did ſacrifice the firftlings of bis 
ftoze:the which he firſt aſſigned el his cozne,and fruits to Ce 
res: to Bacchus the firſt pzeſing of his wine ? and unte Pal- 
las Mlliffe-oyle,and thus honouring the Gods of grains, anv 
fruite he offered franckinſence, but at Dianaes Altars nons 
was offered, he ouer-ſlipt them, the which Diana toke in 
bigh dildaine, eſaed, be ſhall not fkape vnpunniſhed, though 
be paſt mine Aitars vnwozthipped , nozvaunt of his eſcape 
vnteuenged, if J be aGodveſſe ile ptague him and his fruits, 
and with that away ſhe flies: and on the next mozue. ſhe ſent 
a huge euer - grown Boare to Oenies ground, ſuch as the like 
had neuer pet biene ſene .
